"We are waiting now to hear 
further word from the investi 
gating team .” 
Roach was picked up late Thurs 
day night in Midw-ay Island, in 
Stafford County, about 45 miles 
south of Washington, D.C. 
Roach claims he was in Virginia 
at the time of the brutal slaying 
of the Landreth Manor girl. 
Chief Faragalli, however, as 
serfs that borough police have 
“ reliable information" that Roach 
was in Bristol on Oct. 22. the date 
of the murder. 
The investigating team includes 
Slate Trooper Jam es Faillace of 
Trevose Barracks, County Detec­ 
tive Charles Shaw and Bristol 
Police Sergeant Michael Manto. 
Carol Ann, who lived at 68

If you’ve been seeing yellow 
lately on old model ears, when 
you ought to be seeing white, 
then there’s a red faced expla­ 
nation for this illegality. 
Lower Bucks motorists, who 
have gone ahead on their own 
initiative and 
installed 
front. 
yellow signal lights on their 
old model cars, 
are doing so 
illegally. 
Such motorists won’t he aide 
to get their ears approved for 
state Inspection, and they face 
fines, according to local auto 
repair Inspection men. 
The only cars authorized to 
have these front yellow signal 
lights are the new models. 
William Delia, of Bristol, an 
inspector at Tullytown Garage, 
confirmed the report. 
Delia said that all local auto 
inspectors were 
instructed 
at 
their last inspection 
meeting, 
that they were not to approve 
these 
yellow 
signals 
on 
old 
model cars. Only IMS cars. he 
said. 
“ I 
think everybody agrees 
that the yellow lights are eas­ 
ier 
to 
spot.’’ 
one 
inspector 
said. "But the state can't agree 
on what type lense to approve ,’’ 


Delia said he 
had 
already 
turned down several late model 
cars—though 
not new ones— 
for having yellow signal lights 
“One man came in here with 
his lens painted 
with 
yellow 
finger nail polish.’’ he said In 
these cases, he said he did fi 
nally approve their cars after 


they had changed back to white 
lens. 
What about the fines? Delia 
said he understood local police 
aren’t doing 
anything to en­ 
force it, that ifs strictly in the 
hands of state police. “I hear 
state police have been warning 
motorists with yellow lights on 
old cars first," he said, “and 
then after that the drivers face 
a *10 fine, plus court costs." 
A cheek with Trevose State 
Police 
revealed 
that 
they’re 
enforcing the law 
"It’s like this,” one1 state po­ 
liceman said, “ lf you can get 
the approved lens for an old 
model car, it s all right to use 
the front yellow signal lights 
But you can’t get the state ap­ 
proved lens," he* added 
“Ifs sort of a status sym­ 
bol," commented one motorist. 
“Since 
all 
new 
model 
cars 
have yellow lights, then eve­ 
rybody else wants to buy the 
light just to make their car 
look new." 
And manufacturers have al 
ready 
started 
supplying 
this 
demand by producing yellow 
lights and bulbs of every shape 
and size. Officially, the Ameri­ 
can Automobile Institute adopt­ 
ed the yellow front signal lights 
for all its 1963 model cars 
Delia said he understood the* 
state was expected 
to notify 
them later about 
the yellow 
signal lights 'They told us at 
that last inspection meeting.”
